Regulations for snow 
vehicles spelled out 


St. Albert detachment of 
the RCMP has laid charges 
against two persons so far 
this winter for contravention 
of the Snow Vehicles Act, 

Investigating numerous 
complaints from residents in 
regard to the operation of 
snow vehicles, RCMP found 
that few operators were fam- 
iliar with the regulations 
concerning them, 

In view of this, Sgt. Ken 
Williams, head of the local 
detachment, felt an effort 
should be made to inform 
local residents where they 
can and where they can’t 
operate snow vehicles with- 
in the town, 

‘‘The local detachment is 
concerned with enforcement 
of the town bylaws and the 
provincial act,” he said 
Monday, “however, it is felt 
in many instances that per- 
sons owning and operating 
snow machines are familiar 
with the regulations con- 


cerning them, 

“One reason for this is 
that the new act has been in 
effect only since May of this 
year and is now being enfor- 
ced for the first time,”’ 

Outlined below are some 
of the main points governing 
snow vehicles: 

1) All snow vehicles must 
be licenced and the plate 
displayed at the front of the 
vehicle, The only exception 
to this is when the machine

4) No person shall oper- 
ate a snow vehicle crossing 
a highway except in the most 
direct route and the opera- 
tor and passengers must dis- 
embark when crossing,

The hundreds of primary pro- 
ducers who raise Alberta’s annual 
two million dollar fur crop must 
be kept up to date on all technical 
improvements and changes if they 
are to keep their output up and 
their overhead down. The Fur 
Farms Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture keeps 
them informed by regular news 
bulletins as well as field days, 


shows and meetings. Regular 
ranch inspections by personnel of 
this Branch of the Veterinary 
Services Division also help main- 
tain the industry whose furs are 
exported mainly to New York and 
European markets. An inform- 
ation service is available to the 
buying public on mink, chinchilla, 
fox and other ranch-raised furs 
through this Branch which com- 
piles statistics and keeps accurate 
count of fur bearing animals 
raised in this province.
